ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


An  act  to  incorporate  the  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children. 

Whereas,  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  this  State  have  formed 
an  association  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of 
educating  and  providing  for  friendless  and  destitute  chil- 
dren ;  and  whereas,  the  legislature  of  this  State  is  willing  to 
encourage  such  purposes  ;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  ©f 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  Matthew  BTewkirk,  Elijah  G. 
Cattell,  James  H.    Stevens,  George  "W".    1ST.  Custis,  J.   Earl 
Atkinson,  Joseph  C.  DeLaCour,  Joseph  D.  Eeinboth,  Eobert 
B.  Potts,  Jesse  W.  Starr,  Edmund  E.  Eeed,  John  E.  Graham, 
Benjamin  H.  Browning,  Solomon  L.  Stimson,  Philander  C. 
Brinck,  John    Aikman,    Thomas   P.    Carpenter,   Elisha   Y. 
Glover,  Thomas  B.  Atkinson,  Isaac  L.  Lowe  and  Peter  L. 
Voorhees,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incor- 
porated and  made  a  body  politic  in  law  and  fact  by  the  name, 
style  and  title  of  "  The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Chil- 
dren," and  by  that  name,  style  and  title  shall  have  perpetual 
succession  with  power  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
to  change  at  pleasure,  to  make  contracts  relative  to  the  insti- 
tution :  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  and  by 
that  name,  style  and  title  to  be  capable  of  taking,  holding, 
purchasing  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the 
use  of  said  corporation ;  provided,  the  annual  income  of  such 
estate  shall  not  exceed  six  thousand  dollars,  nor  be  applied  to 
any   other  purpose  than  those  for  which  this  association  is 
formed;  to  fix  the  quorum  of  the  board  of  managers  and  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  appoint  such  officers  as  may  be 
requisite  to  establish  such  other  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  said  corporation  shall  judge  necessary  or  expedient  for 
the  due  management  of  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation ; 
provided,  that  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 


2.  Be  it  enacted,  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay 
to  the  treasurer  of  "The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless 
Children"  the  sum  of  one  dollar  or  upward,  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  said  "Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children," 
while  such  person  so  contributes,  and  every  person  who  shall 
pay  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a  member  for  life. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the 
said  "The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children,"  shall  be 
conducted  by  a  board  of  managers  consisting  of  twenty-four 
ladies,  and  a  board  of  trustees  consisting  of  twenty  gentlemen, 
and  the  members  of  said  corporation  shall  meet  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  designate,  and  elect  by  ballot  a  board  of  managers, 
six  of  whom  shall  be  elected,  to  serve  for  one  year,  six  to  serve 
for  two  years,  six  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  six  to  serve  for 
four  years ;  and  alao  a  board  of  twenty  trustees,  five  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  five  for  two  years,  -five 
for  three  years,  and  five  for  four  years ;  and  the  members  of 
said  corporation  shall  annually  thereafter,  on  the  second  Tues- 
day in  May,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  said  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  designate,  elect  six  managers  and  five  trustees  to 
serve  for  four  years,  and  shall  then  and  there  also  elect  a 
manager  or  managers,  trustee  or  trustees,  to  fill  any  vacancy 
or  vacancies  that  might  be  occasioned  by  death,  resignation 
or  removal,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act  of  any  manager  or 
trustee  ;  provided,  that  the  managers  now  acting  and  the  trus- 
tees now  acting  and  mentioned  as  corporators  in  this  act  shall 
continue  to  act  until  others  shall  be  elected;  and  provided 
further,  that  in  case  an  election  shall  not  be  held  at  the  time 
provided,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  at  least  ten  day's 
notice  before  another  election  shall  be  held;  and  provided, 
that  notice  of  an  election  shall  be  given  at  least  one  week  in 
two  of  the  newspapers  of  the  City  of  Camden,  prior  to  the 
time  of  holding  said  election. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
managers  and  trustees  in  their  discretion  to  take  under  their 
guardianship  all  children  who  may  be  placed  under  their  care 
and  management  in  either  of  the  following  modes  :  first,  chil- 
dren under  twelve  years  of  age  who  shall  ba  voluntarily  sur- 
rendered by  their  fathers,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence, 
by  their  mother  or  by  their  guardian  to  the  care  of  said 
managers  and  trustees  by  an  agreement  or  declaration  in 
writing ;  second,  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may 
be  committed  to  the  care  of  said  managers  and  trustees  by 
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any  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  or  of  the  Circuit 
Court,  or  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  County  of 
Camden,  or  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Camden,  on  account 
of  vagrancy,  or  the  exposure,  or  the  neglect,  or  abandonment 
of  said  children  by  their  parents,  parent  or  guardian,  or  other 
people  having  custody  of  said  children,  and  in  case  of  poor 
children  under  the  age  above  mentioned,  contemplated  by 
the  twelfth  and  twenty-fifth  sections  of  the  act  of  Legislature 
of  this  State,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  settlement  and  relief  of 
the  poor,"  approved  April  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
six,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  persons  therein  authorized  to  bind 
out  such  children,  to  commit  the  same  by  an  agreement  or 
declaration  in  writing,  signed  by  said  persons  required  to  sign 
such  children's  indentures,  to  the  care  and  management  of 
such  trustees  and  managers. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees 
shall  have  the  guardianship  of  the  said  children  so  placed 
under  their  care  and  management  during  their  minority,  shall 
cause  them  to  be  educated  and  instructed  in  a  proper  manner, 
and  may,  when  in  their  discretion  it  shall  appear  proper,  bind 
the  said  children  with  their  consent  as  apprentices  during  their 
minority,  to  such  persons  and  at  such  places  and  to  learn  such 
trades  and  employments,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said 
managers  and  trustees  will  be  the  most  conducive  to  the 
benefit  and  advantage  of  said  children;  provided,  that  the 
charge  and  power  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  over  and 
upon  the  said  children,  shall  not,  in  the  case  of  females  extend 
beyond  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  the  said  managers  and 
trustees  in  their  discretion  may  return  the  said  children  to 
their  parents  or  surviving  parent  or  guardians. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  property  of  the  said  corpo- 
ration held  or  occupied  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  their 
incorporation,  shall  be  freed  from  all  taxes  to  be  levied  under 
the  authority  of  this  State  ;  and  no  person  shall  lose  or  acquire 
a  legal  settlement  by  residence  in  the  home  to  be  provided  by 
said  incorporation. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately. 

Approved  April  6,  1865. 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 


This  Society  shall  be  called  "  The  Camden  Home  foe, 
Friendless  Children;"  the  objects  and  design  of  which  are 
to  afford  a  home,  food,  clothing,  and  schooling  for  destitute  or 
friendless  children,  and,  at  a  suitable  age,  to  place  them  with 
respectable  families  to  learn  some  useful  trade  or  occupation. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  who  shall  annually  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  one 
dollar  before  the  first  of  May,  shall  be  a  member  of  this  So- 
ciety, and  any  person  who  shall  pay  at  one  time  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  shall  be  a  member  for  life. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Society  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
May,  public  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  at  least  one  week 
previous  in  two  or  more  newspapers.  Within  four  days  after 
the  annual  meeting,  the  Trustees  and  Managers  shall  meet 
and  elect  their  Officers,  Matron  and  Teacher.  They  shall  also 
at  the  same  time  appoint  the  following  Committees  :  Com- 
mittee on  Admission  and  Dismission,  House  Committee, 
Committee  on  Purchases  and  Supplies,  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  the  Officers  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  request, 
in  writing,  of  Hye  members,  to  be  called  by  the  President,  or, 
in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

ARTICLE  Y. 

For  the  better  government  of  the  House,  there  shall  be  a 
Board  of  Managers,  to  consist  of  twenty-four  (24)  ladies,  to 
ivhom  shall  be  entrusted  the  management  of  its  affairs,  except 
as  hereinafter  designated,  to  be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Society  in  May.  They  shall  have  power  to  choose  their  own 
officers,  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  Board,  and  to  make 
such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  fit  and  proper,  not  repugnant 
to  this  Constitution  ;  and  Hve  (5)  managers  shall  form  a 
quorum  for  business. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

BOARD    OP    TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  twenty  (20)  gentle- 
men, to  be  chosen  by  the  Society  in  May,  at  their  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  choose  their  own  officers,  fill  all 
vacancies  that  occur  in  their  own  Board,  and  make  all  needful 
by-laws  and  regulations  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution ; 
and  three  (3)  members  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  statedly  every  quarter. 
They  shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  the  real 
estate,  investments,  personal  securities  and  all  funds  of  the 
Society,  except  such  as  are  collected  by  the  Managers  for  the 
current  expenses  of  the  "  Home." 

They  shall  superintend  the  indenturing  of  the  inmates  and 
afford  advice  to  the  Managers  when  requested. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

At  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  the  Managers 
shall  make  a  written  report  of  their  transactions,  and  shall 
make  and  receive  such  suggestions  as  the  interests  of  the 
institution  may  require. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  except  at  an  annual 
or  special  meeting  of  the  society,  at  which  not  less  than 
ten  (10)  members  shall  be  present.

A  committee  was  appointed  to  secure  a  house,  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Society,  which  was  promptly  done  by 
renting  the  house  No.  522  Federal  Street.  A  liberal  charter 
was  granted  by  the  State  Legislature  on  April  6th,  1865. 

An  application  was  made  to  the  City  Council  of  Camden, 
for  a  vacant  lot  at  the  North-west  corner  of  Fifth  and  Plum 
Streets,  80  feet  on  Plum,  by  180  on  Fifth  Street,  which  was 
bequeathed,  many  years  since,  to  the  citizens,  by  a  benevolent 
person,  for  some  charitable  object. 

The  Council  nobly  and  generously  granted  our  request,  and 
gave  us  the  title  for  the  property,  and  the  members  of  the 
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State  Legislature  promptly  confirmed  the  action  of  the  Coun- 
cil, for  which  we  return  all  the  parties  our  most  hearty  thanks. 

"We  hope  this  property  has  fallen  in  the  right  hands,  and 
when  improved  and  filled  with  the  helpless  little  ones,  it  will 
meet  the  object  designed  by  the  liberal  donor. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  state  that  we  have  just  concluded 
an  arrangement  for  the  rental  of  the  dwelling,  'No.  520,  next 
to  our  Home,  which  will  greatly  increase  our  room,  and 
enable  us  to  accommodate  twenty  or  thirty  more  children. 
Our  premises,  for  the  past  year,  have  been  quite  too  contracted 
for  either  health  or  comfort.  But,  it  will  be  recollected, 
that  the  increase  of  room  must  increase  our  expenses,  and  we 
shall  have  to  look  to  our  benevolent  and  Christian  friends  to 
sustain  us,  as  they  have  most  liberally  and  nobly  done  the  first 
year  of  our  existence. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  will  give  you  a  report,  in 
detail,  of  the  management  of  the  House,  and  our  success 
thus  far. 

The  Treasurer  will  give  you  an  account  of  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  Society. 

We  should  be  greatly  rejoiced  if,  at  the  close  of  another 
year,  we  could  be  able  to  report  that  the  benevolent  citizens 
of  ISTew  Jersey  had  so  liberally  contributed  of  their  means  as 
to  enable  us  to  erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  object  designed.

Fikst  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Managers 


"  CAMDEN  HOME  FOE  FEIENDLESS   CHILDEEN." 


In  presenting  a  report  of  the  doings  of  the  Association  at 
the  close  of  this,  the  first  year  of  its  existence,  it  will  not  be 
deemed  improper  to  preface  the  same  with  a  brief  history  of 
its  origin  and  inception. 

On  the  afternoon  of  January  26th,  1865,  a  few  ladies  of  this 
city,  by  invitation  of  Mrs.  J.  Earl  Atkinson  met  in  the  parlor 
of  Matthew  Newkirk,  Esq.,  to  discuss  the  propriety  of  organi- 
zing a  "  Home  "  similar  to  those  in  successful  operation  in 
our  neighboring  city,  for  the  benefit  of  the  "Friendless  little 
ones." 

This  lady,  Mrs.  Atkinson,  whilst  visiting  with  her  husband 
among  the  families  that  had  been  left  destitute  and  desolate 
by  the  circumstances  of  our  civil  war,  had  become  deeply 
impressed  with  the  necessity  of  some  such  an  organization, 
and  after  a  very  general  and  free  discussion  of  the  subject,  it 
was  decided  as  feasible  to  call  a  public  meeting  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  object,  to  be  held  in  the  1st  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Camden,  (Rev.  Dr.  Reed's.) 

At  the  appointed  time  a  large  audience  of  citizens  and 
friends  convened,  and  it  was  resolved  to  establish  a  "  Home 
for  Friendless  Children." 

In  a  brief  time  an  organization  was  effected,  and  the  house 
No.  522  Federal  Street,  was  procured  for  the  purpose  of  the 
"  Home." 

Mr.  Newkirk  generously  offered  us  the  use  of  his  pleasant 
parlors  for  the  meetings  of  the  Association,  until  we  could 
take  possession  of  our  house.  Some  alterations  therein  were 
found  to  be  necessary  to  make  it  suitable  for  the  reception 
and  entertainment  of  the  little  ones,  which  were  accordingly 
made.  It  was  plainly  furnished,  mainly  by  contributions  of 
furniture  from  the  managers  and  their  friends,  and  on  the 
8th  day  of  May  the  first  child  was  admitted. 
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The"  managers  esteem  themselves  fortunate^im  having  been 
able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Swinney,  as 
superintendent  and  Matron. 

This  gentleman  and  lady  were  formerly  connected  with  a 
benevolent  and  corrective  institution  in  Philadelphia,  and 
brought  with  them  beside  great  kindness  of  heart,  abundant 
discretion  and  experience  in  the  matter  of  dealing  with- 
children,  and  have  in  every  way  proven  themselves  fitted  for 
the  position. 

We  have  procured  the  services  of  Miss  Louisa  Cuthbert, 
from  Danville,  Pennsylvania,  as  instructor  of  the  children, 
and  she  has  labored  faithfully  and  untiringly,  and  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  managers. 

It  is  doubtless  well  understood  that  the  children  admitted 
to  the  "  Home,"  are  in  general  very  ignorant,  having  in 
common  parlance,  received  only  a  street  education. 

A  very  difficult  part  of  our  efforts  is  to  unlearn  what  of 
error  and  vice  has  been  acquired  in  this  neglected  condition, 
and  to  inculcate  practices  and  habits  of  thrift,  virtue,  and 
obedience  in  their  stead.  The  government  is  mild  but  firm, 
the  most  implicit  obedience  being  required  ;  at  the  same 
time,  the  intercourse  of  the  matron  and  the  children  is  most 
affectionate  and  familiar,  the  children  voluntarily  calling  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Swinney,  Father  and  Mother. 

We  thankfully  record  the  fact,  that  with  a  single  exception, 
the  inmates  of  the  Home  have  enjoyed  excellent  health  during 
the  year.  Some  who  came  to  us  pale,  sickly  and  diseased, 
have  by  the  superior  care  and  attention  bestowed  on  them, 
beeome  healthy,  robust  children. 

Upon  one  of  our  number  however,  God's  afflicting  hand 
has  been  laid;  little  Katie  with  her  brothers,  (the  children  of 
German  parents)  were  brought  to  us  by  the  overseer  of  the 
poor.  The  husband  and  father  had  cruelly  deserted  his  family 
and  had  married  again,  leaving  in  utter  destitution  and  sick- 
ness, those  whom  he  had  sworn  to  love,  cherish,  and  protect. 

Katie's  health  had  been  very  good  until  December,  when 
she  sickened  with  the  scarlet  fever;  on  recovering  from  this, 
a  painful  affection  of  the  spine  was  suddenly  and  rapidly  de- 
veloped, which  has  confined  the  little  sufferer  to  her  bed  for 
nearly  five  months,  and  which  threatens  almost  certainly  to 
terminate  fatally. 

Her  serious  and  continued  illness  has  demanded  the  most 
unceasing  and  careful  nursing,  and  has  necessitated  our 
engaging  the  services  of  Miss  Bristow,  to  relieve  the  matron 
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and  allow  due  attention  to  be  given  to  the  other  important 
interests  of  the  "Home." 

We  mourn  the  loss  of  three  of  our  number,  who  have  been 
removed  by  death  during  the  year,  our  attending  physician, 
Dr,  Ackley,  and  two  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Messrs.  E.  B. 
Potts,  and  I.  L.  Lowe. 

Our  grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  to  Dr.  H.  G-.  Taylor, 
who  has  kindly  and  unremittingly  served  us  since  Dr.  Ackley's 
decease. 

"We  also  tender  to  the  City  Council  of  Camden  our  sincere 
thanks  for  the  generous  transfer  gift  of  a  lot  of  ground,  which 
we  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  improve  by  the  erection  of  build- 
ings, at  once  an  ornament  to  our  city,  and  a  monument  to  the 
liberality  and  philanthrophy  of  the  friends  of  the  home. 

Already  the  premises  originally  rented,  have  proved  too 
small  for  the  accommodation  of  the  number  of  children  re- 
ceived, and  we  have  been  compelled  to  rent  the  house  adjoin- 
ing, but  although  answering  the  purpose  of  a  temporary 
Home,  they  are  by  no  means  suitable  for  permanent  occupa- 
tion, nor  worthy  the  support  of  our  benevolent  patrons. 

To  all  who  have  aided  us  by  contributions  or  services,  we 
express  our  hearty  thanks,  and  appeal  to  them  and  others,  for 
a  continuance  of  their  liberality  and  good  offices. 

We  cannot  look  at  the  results  of  this,  our  initial  year,  with- 
out feeling  that  God  has  smiled  upon  and  blessed  our  efforts. 

From  small  beginnings  we  have  been  increased  and  blessed 
beyond  our  expectations,  and  we  would  here  publicly  render 
thanks  to  the  Father  of  mercies  for  the  success  with  which  he 
has  been  pleased  to  crown  our  endeavors. 

The  object  of  our  institution  is  to  take  the  children  of 
want  and  degradation,  from  the  hovels  of  poverty,  and  the 
dens  of  sin  and  death,  and  place  them  within  a  home  where 
they  may  forget  the  sorrows,  and  escape  the  evils  of  the  past, 
and  by  careful,  moral  and  religious  training,  be  transformed 
into  virtuous  and  useful  citizens. 

As  the  children  arrive  at  the  proper  age,  they  are  placed  in 
good  and  respectable  homes,  mostly  in  the  country,  thus 
securing  for  them  a  continuance  of  wholesome  training,  and 
habits  of  industry  and  thrift  after  they  shall  have  left  us. 

From  the  employers  of  some  of  those  thus  bound  we  have 
received  the  most  satisfactory  reports. 

It  may  be  proper  to  remark  here,  that  we  have  the  super- 
vision of  the  children  after  they  have  left  us,  until  they  attain 
to  manhood,  and  womanhood,  and,  by  visiting  and  writing, 
are  constantly  advised  of  their  welfare. 
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With  the  many  thousands  of  children  that  daily  cross  the 
pathway  of  our  citizens,  wan,  poor  and  neglected,  there  is  a 
most  urgent  appeal  for  a  charity  of  this  kind.  Who  is  un- 
willing to  save  these  little  ones?  Who  will  see  without 
emotion,  pining  in  ignorance  and  degradation,  those  of  whom 
Christ  has  said,  "  Of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven." 

We  appeal  to  you,  friends,  to  hring  your  gifts  to  this  store- 
house, and  to  measure  up  to  the  requirements  of  an  enlarged 
and  christian  liherality,  in  this,  the  most  liberal  of  all  ages, 
and  the  most  free,  happiest,  and  prosperous  of  all  nations. 

During  the  year,  35  children  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Home,  of  whom  21  were  boys  and  14  girls. 

Of  this  number,  15  have  been  discharged,  leaving  20  now 
in  the  institution. 

The  home  is  open  to  visitors  each  afternoon,  and  a  cordial 
invitation  is  extended  to  our  friends  and  patrons  to  visit  us 
and  see  for  themselves  the  good  their  gifts  accomplish. 

A  thorough  religious  training  is  a  part  of  the  object  in 
view,  and  the  children  are  regularly  sent  to  sabbath  school 
for  instruction  and  improvement. 

The  foregoing  review  furnishes  every  heart  truly  interested 
in  the  success  of  the  home,  with  just  occasion  for  devout 
gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  and  all  can  truly  say  : 

"  Another  year's  rich  mercies  prove, 
His  ceaseless  care,  and  boundless  love."
